PARTLY KNOCKED 0D1 

Decision Rendered in the In- 
come Tax Cases. 



THE SUPREME COURT DIVIDED. 



The Law Valli], Except Regarding the In- 
comes Derived From Rents and From 
Mil to and Municipal Bondf, on Which 
Point* the Doclsions Were That the Tai 
Was Unconstitutional. 

Washington, April 9.— After nltnost 
a month of deliberation the United 
States supreme court rendered its de- 
cision yesterday in the income tax 
cases, deciding by a divided court the 
law to be valid, except the incomes de- 
rived from rents and from state and 
municipal bonds, on which points the 
decision was that the tux was uncon- 
stitutional. 

There was only one member of the 
bench absent— Justice JackBon— who 
has not been able to attend upon the 
court since lust fall, and who has not 
participated in the consideration of she 
case in any way. It is to his absence 
that the even division of the court on 
the majority of the propositions in- 
volved in the case is one. If he had 
been present, such a result would have 
been impossible, uud the opinion would 
have included a decision of all the 
points involved instead of (inly the two 
in regard to incomes derievd from rents 
and municipal and state bonds. 

Chief Justice Fuller rend the decision 
of the court, carefully review- 
ing the case of Charles Pollock vs. the 
Farmers' Loan and Trust company and 
others. This was the tirst in order of 
the cases against the trust companies, 
and the conelusion readied in it apply 
also to the ease of Hy.ie vs. the Conti- 
nental Trust company, as the ques- 
tions at issue are the s.une in both cases. 
The chief justice read it with great 
rapidity, but his voice was at all times 
clear and distinct, aiid the lawyers pres- 
ent who had familiarized themselves 
with the cases had little or no difficulty 
in following him. Tho delivery of the 
opinion consumed an hour's time, and 
all present gave the closest attention. 

JlUticM Fields, White and Harlan 
then read dissenting opinions, each of 
which were very lengthy. The effect of 
all the opinions delivered is to show 
that the court WW unanimous in the 
opinion that the law is unconstitutional 
as to municipal and state bonds, that 
Chief Justice Fu ter and Justices Field 
Gray, Brewer, Brown and Slums held 
it to be invalid on incomes derived from 
rents uud that Justices Harlan and 
White dissented from this Opinion as to 
rents. It is impossible to state the ex- 
act division as to tho vahditv of the 
other part* of the law furl her than was 
disclosed by t!v< p.-neeedings. 

It appears qa.te clear that Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller and Justices Harlan and 
White voted to sustain the other parts 
of the law, and the best opinion obtain- 
able is that Justice Brown stood with 
them iu this opinion, which would 
leave Ju.-tices F.eal, Chris?, Brewer and 
Shnas us the opponents of the law as a 
whole. 
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Supreme 



Are Dispirited Over the 
i nnrt's Decision. 

Washington, April 9.— Treasury offi- 
cials ure greatly dispirited over the su- 
preme court's decision in the income 
tax case, and white admitting that they 
have DO reliable date upon which to 
form an accurate estimate, they express 
the belief that the net result of the de- 
cision wdl be a loss of at least 50 per 
cent iu the receipts from incomes. In 
some cities the ioss will be far greater 
than this, notably in the city of Wash- 
ington, where the loss is expected to 
reach 75 per cent. Washington, how- 
ever, is exceptionally a renting city. 

The proportion Of rented houses iu 
other ciiic of the country also is very 
large. In 181)0, the rented houses in 
New Yoik city was M per cent of the 
whole. In Boston it was 81 per cent; in 
Brooklyn, 81, in Cincinnati, 80, and in 
Jersey City, 81. In the other large 
cities the percentages range down to 8(1 
at Rochester. In New York city there 
were 898,956 routed houses; iu Philadel- 
phia, 157,803; iu Chicago, 150,506; in 
Brooklyn, 139.040. The total number 
of rented houses in the United States in 
1890 was 1,120,487, which during the 
last five years has undoubtedly increased 
very materially. Dwellings, however, 
represout only a small part of the capi- 
tal invested iu buildings of every char- 
acter which produce enormous rentals. 

Comparatively little was expected 
from interest on state, county and 
municipal bonds, but the total loss, it is 
thought, will not fall short of *15,000,- 
000 or $20,000,000 for the first year, and 
this loss is expected to increase rather 
than to diminish in succediug years 
should the law remain unrepealed. The 
loss of this revenue, however, is not 
the only cause of regret among the offi- 
cials. The fact that the court was 
evenly divided on the main constitu- 
tional question, it is expected will re- 
sult in almost endless litigation, thus 
very materially adding to the expense 
of collecting the tax. 

Nevertheless, the internal revenue 
officials will proceed at once to prepare 
supplemental regulations to conform to 
yesterday's decision, and from now on 
until next Monday, when the time ex- 
pires within which returns may be 
made, any returns in which incomes 
from rents or bonds are deducted, will be 
regarded as a full compliance with the 
law. Persons who have already made 
their returns and paid the tax will b* 
advised of the change in the regula 
tions, aud as soon as possible the pro- 
rxirtiouate ain.wun ts oj tux paid by eacb 



on rents anil bonds will be refunded to 
them under the general law, which au- 
thorizes the commissioner of internal 
revenue to refund taxes wrongfully col- 
lected. 

Attorney General Olney was much 
surprised at that part of the decision 
which exempts rents under the income 
tax As to the section of the act re- 
luting to bonds, the attorney general 
rather expected an adverse decision, but 
he regards the action of the court on the 
rent proposition as having been taken 
on technicalities, which he believes will 
not stand the test of time, and can not 
remain the permanent law of the land. 
On all other points the government, lit 
believes, has no serious cause for com 
plaint. 

It is universally regretted that there 
was not a full bench to hear the case, 
and should Justice Jackson resign, thert 
is very good reason to believe his suo 
feasor would almost certainly be favor- 
able to the law, in which event another 
test cose very soon would bo brought to 
the court for determination. 

No Extra Session of Congress. 

Washington, April 9.— The presi- 
dent on being asked whether in view ol 
the supreme court on the inoome tax 
law, U an extra session of congress 
would be called, said that neither he 
nor the secretary of the treasury saw 
any necessity for such action, and un- 
less that there was an unexpected 
change in conditions he had uo idea 
that congress would meet again before 
the time appointed lor its regular ses- 
sion. 

COMBINED~SAND AND SNOWSTORM. 

Rullroiid Traffic Delayed in Western Kan- 
sas and Enstern Colorado. 

Kansas City, April !).— The railroads 
have been battling with a new enemy 
in western Kausus aud eastern Colorado 
since last Friday night. It was a com- 
bination sand and snowstorm, which 
swept over these regions, completely 
demoralizing train schedules and caus- 
ing serious inconvenience and discom- 
fort to travelers. The flakes of snow 
and particles of sand mingled and were 
driven across the prairies at a terrific 
sp i by the gale, which blew incessant- 
ly for two days. 

There was no loss of human life be- 
cause the Storm was not accompanied 
by the usual degree of cold, but many 
cattle and horses in western Kansas are 
n ported to have been suffocated by the 
Wilirlillg clouds of sand. Tiie sand aud 
snow tided up the railroad cuts and 
burled the tracks. The snow melted 
and the sand settled down in a hard uu- 
jrj elding mass. Rotary snowplows and 
ail tne modern mechanical appliances 
for battling with snowdrifts were use- 
less against tins new enemy and the 
railroad companies were compelled to 
engage men with jacks and shovels to 
remove the Mud from the track. 

The work was began while the gale 
was st:ll in program, and the suffering 
of the Workmen is said to have been in- 
tense. The particles of sand driven by 
a Ot)-inile-un-liour wind cut through the 
clothes of the men and perferated their 
skiu like knives. A few hoars' work 
was all that a man could stand without 
seeking shelter from the blinding, suf- 
focating storm of sand. 

On board the belated trains the con- 
dition of the traveler was not much bet- 
ter. Every door and window was kept 
closed to shut out the sand, yet it sifted 
in persistently until the Moors of the 
ears were covered aud everything was 
gritty to the touch. The air in the 
cars became hot and stifling aud the 
passengers in scver;d instances were 
compelled to go without food. 

The tirst train since Friday to reach 
this city from Denver, except the Bur- 
lington trains, was the Missouri Pacific 
train, which arrived yesterday. The 
Burlington tracks were outside of the 
storm belt and its train schedule was 
not affected. The Santa Fa's Colorado 
train arrived last night after a protract- 
ed battle with sand aud snowdrifts. 
The Union Pacific did not bring in a 
single train from Denver until 5 o'clock 
yesterday evening, when their overland 
reached Union depot. The train was 
held iu Denver until a cut near Cedar 
Point, Kan., which was tilled with a 
drift of sand for a distance of 23 feet, 
was cleaned out. 

Reports as to loss of livestock have 
not reached here yet, owing to inter- 
ruption of telegraph service. No direct 
wires have been secured to Denver, the 
telegraph companies being compelled to 
send their business for Denver and 
points beyond via the Northern route. 
There is" every probability, however, 
that when reports begin to come in 
they will show that cattle on the ranges 
have suffered great hardships, and it is 
not improbable that considerable loss 
was sustained by the stockmen.

THE GOVERNMENT TROOPS WIN. 

This Report Comes Direct From Havana 
and Is Probably From a Government 
Source or Cnder the Government's Es- 

{ploiiugr — Some Startling News Reaches 
New York by Steamer. 

Havana, April 9.— Brigadier General 
Castelli. who recently arrived here with 
reinforcements from Spain, has left 
Havana for the interior. In an omni- 
bus, which arrived from San Francisco 
recently, the police captured 10 persons 
arnietl with revolvers and carrying a 
banner. They turned out to be an in- 
surgent group which was going to 
unite with others for the purpose of 
making an attempt to capture Apoderate 
by assault. 

Arms and ammunition have been 
found iu the quarters occupied by a fire- 
man in the barracks of the civil guard. 
Twelve of the latter have been commit- 
ted to the Castle Cuban a. 

The government troops have defeated 
a hundred rebel* commanded by Hoi- 
gum, one of the rebels being kiUed and 
four wounded. 

General Salcedo defeated 200 rebels 
commanded by Munoz and Tamavo 
at a place called Moscownes. Eight of 
the rebels wire killed. In the flightjof 
the remainder they left their camp 
Mnipage and honei behind and retreat- 
ed to the mountains in tho direction of 
Cauio. On the government ■ side one 
•oldier was killed and three wounded. 

The military judge has committed 
10 persons charged with being impli- 
cated In the political disturbances. 

General Salcedo has urgently re- 
quested the government to supply arms 
to volunteers who have Ottered their 
services in defense of the towns. 

A band of 1W reliels recently attacked 
the telegraph station at San Leandro de 
Cuba with the intention of destroying 
rue telegraph line. A detachment of 

troops was s"iit to the scene of the dis- 
tar nance end tiring followed between 
the soiiiiers and the reliels. Among the 
killed :s believed to In; Itabi, the leader 
of tiie rebels. Rebels who have be«m 
crossing tho plain of La Guira have 
been Baking for medicine and surgical 
appliance with which to care for their 
wounded. 

BRITISH SHIP RUN ASHORE. 

Bar Captain Murdered by a l'arty of Cu- 
n in- on It M- .1 the Vessel. 

Nrw Yohk, April 9.— The Ward line 
steamer City of Washington, which left 
Havana April 4, arrived in port yester- 
day. One of the officers stated that a 
rumor was current in Havana prior to 
tiie sailing of the steamer that a British 
ship carrying a ban I of iusurgeuts had 
been run ashore off Capo Maysi and the 
captain had been murdered. 

In detail, the story was that a Span- 
ish gunboat had sailed from a Central 
American port with a party of Cubans 
who had chartered the vessel. A diffi- 
culty of some kind arose and the cap- 
tain of the schooner refused to land 
them. The supposed rebels murdered 
him anil run the vessel ashore. 

Them was a number of Cubans on the 
City of Washington, but would not talk 
about the revolution. 

Cuban Advices to Spain. 

MaMHPi April 9.— Advices from Cuba 
are to the effect that a Spanish column 
has reached Guimaro without opposi- 
tion. Other columns are pursuing four 
small rebel bands near Puerto Del 
Pandre, Holguiu and Las lamas. The 
for c of of Geuertd Lachambre had a 
brush with some insurgents, routing 
them and killing their leader. The 
rebels sustained a heavy loss. Two of 
the Spanish forces were killed and a few 
wounded. 

NEL LIE BL Y, 

A Famous Newspaper Writer, Is to Wed 
an Aged Lawyer. 

Chicaho, April 9.— Rumor and specu- 
lation were rife at the Auditorium 
Sunday night, owing to the publication 
of the issuance of a marriage license to 
Robert Seaman and Elizabeth Coch- 
rane. 

The reason was that two guests of the 
hotel bore those names. For two weeks 
Robert Seaman, a New York attorney, 
has i » i ii at the house, and one of the 
prominent guests, since her arrivtd in 
Chicago, is Elizabeth Cochrane, who is 
better known to tint public as "Nellie 
Bly." 

According to the records in the coun- 
ty clerk's office, Mr. Seaman's age is 68, 
and Miss Cochrane 's is specified as

Bly was not to be seen.

Over Four Times its Itaeh I'rodueed as Is 
I SeiuC ( on . nnled. 

Washington, April «.— Sir Julian 
Pimm efote, the British ambassador, has 
furnished to the deportment of state a 
copy of a circular UUUad by the West 
India committee of Loudon concerning 
sugar production. Tne ambassador ex- 
plains that it is not to be regarded as an 
expression of opinion by his government 
but of the committee's views. 

The circular calls attention to the fact 
that the sugar industry, beot, as well as 
cane, is pas.-mg through a crisis of the 
most serious description and expresses 
the hope that in attempting to provide 
a remedy the various governments 
should avoid taking any steps which 
may aggravate, the crisis instead of re- 
lieving it. 

It is shown that while the production 
is increasing at the rate of a millions 
tons per annum, the consumption grows 
slowly at the rate of only 250,000 tons 
per annum. Naturally prices are de- 
pressed, aud the bounty system is as- 
cribed as the cause of this state of 
affairs. 

Therefore it advises the entire aboli- 
tion of the bounty and the stimulation 
of consumption by the reduction of the 
duties levied on sugar, which are ex- 
cessive in Earope and prevent the peo- 
ple as a whole from using sugar. 

WA SHED P UTT 

Switch fcuRlne Wrecked by the Bursting 
of a Canal Hunk. 

Akron, O., April 9.— High water 
caused a portion of the bank of the old 
Ohio and Pennsylvania canal, which 
for u long distance runs along a hill- 
side. 12 feet high, in the northeast por- 
tion of the city, to give way early yes- 
terday morning. The water rushed 
into the valley, carrying everything be- 
fore it. Fortunately, no tenanted build- 
ings came in its path, but the tracks 
of the valley railway and the Walsh 
Babcock electric railway were washed 
out. 

Shortly afterward a valley switch en- 
gine crashed into the gully made by the 
ton-cut. Charles Konrad. eugineer, was 

badly hurt, three ribs being broken. 
John Dailey, his fireman, escaped with 
several bruises and slight cuts. 

The gates were closed in time to pre- 
vent the draining of the canal. The 
Water found its exit in the Little Cuya- 
hoga river.

ONLY TWO MADE 111213 ESCAPE. 
The Disaster occurred la tne nine canon 

Coal Mine on Lake Whatcom, »even 
Miles Train New Whatcom — Two Dead 
Undies Recovered tint the N'ineteeu 
Others That l'erl»hed Are in the Mine. 

Tacoma, April I —A Leader special 
from New Whatcom says: An explosion 
of firedamp in Blue Cannon coal mine 
on Lake Whatcom yesterday afternoon 
killed II men. W. A. Tolford came 
from the mine. He was at the bunkers 
when the explosion occurred. He went 
to tho incline aiid found James Kearus 
at the mouth of the shaft nearly dead 
with exhaustion. Kearus said all in 
the mine were dead. He had oarried 
Ben Morgan as far as he was able aud 
then left him. Morgan he thought was 
dead. Kearus and Gellum were the 
only ones who had escaped out of 23 
men who were at work. 

Tom Vuuientiue aud J. G. Anderson 
were iu the incline, and they escaped. 
At the switcli gangway, 800 feet from 
the mouth of the tunnel, Ecklaud aud 
Tolford found the body of George 
Roberts, and beyond were 30 loaded 
curs, which had been blown off the 
track. They next found the body of 
Ben Morgan, who was dropped by 
Kearns. They were unable to go be- 
yond Room 'i l , 500 feet from the angle 
of the tunnel and gangway. Their 
safety lamps went out aud the gas 
drove them back. In Room 21 they 
found the bodies of Thomas Conlin and 
James Kirby. It is supposed that in 
addition to the four found 19 perished. 
The gas was so thick that the rescuing 
party was able to stay only for a few 
minutes. 

The missing men with families are: 

D. Y. Jones, superintendent; James 
Kirby, Andrew Anderson, .lames Mc- 
Andrew, Charles Silverman, Mike 
Zeihski.

Sufety lamps were used everywhere iu 
the gangway. The tuuuel is 800 feet 
long and the gangway 1,000 feet long 
and has v!0 rooms opening from it. Tho 
fans were kept running all the timo 
and the cause of the explosion is un- 
known 

The Blue Cannon mine is the property 
of the Blue Cannon Coal aud Mining 
company, composed of M. E. Downs, 
A. E. Houser and several Montana 
capitalists. It was opened in 1891 by J. 
F. Warduer, who sold it to its present 
owners. The company hud spent much 
money in opening the mine and had 
just got it into a paying condition. 

CHINESE DISSATISFIED. 

Those on Forinonu Think They Have Ueen 
Deserted by Their (internment. 

London, April 9.— The correspondent 
of The Times at Hong-Kong says that 
the Chinese on the Island of Formosa 
are dissutisiied, thinking that their ex- 
emption from the armistice indicates 
thut they have been deserted by the 
Fekin authorities, and foreigners on 
that island believe the Japanese would 
be welcomud after a slight resistance 
Foreign trade is at a staudstill. 

There is great fear at Canton at the 
prospect of an attack by the Japanese. 

Yokohama, April 9. — Native papers 
state that the peace negotiations are 
likely to be concluded this week. Seven 
of the eight conditions imposed on 
China by Japan have already been set- 
tled. 

Cholera is spreading, cases being re- 
ported from several ports and the out- 
look is considered serious. 

Cholera Amuug Japanese Troops. 

London, April 9. — The Times pub- 
lishes a dispatch from Kobe saying that 
it is reported there that cholera hat 
broken out amoug the Japanese troop* 
at the Pescadore island. It is said thai 
400' cases of cholera have occurred, aud 
that of this number 100 persons have 
died.

Join In. 

Washinuton, April 9.— -Senator Petti- 
grew of South Dakota, accompanied by 
his wife, will leave this country on 
Wednesday for Europe, expecting to be 
absent uutil July. The senator is still 
of the opinion that the proposed inter- 
national monetary conference will ac- 
complish nothing, because the attitude 
of England will be opposed to a change. 

"It is," he said, "liko inviting the 
chicken to come down and hold a con- 
ference with the fox, to ask England to 
consent to a change in the monetary 
standard. England is a creditor nation, 
and it can not be expected that she wdl 
voluntarily ugree to accept half the 
amount due her for the whole sum. We 
will demand the pound of flesh. I do 
not only not expect the conference to ac- 
complish desirable results, but I think 
it a mistake for this country to have 
manifested any desire for such a meet- 
ing. I am one of those who believe 
there is a big advantage to be gained by 
the United Stub s iu alone inaugurating 
a policy of free coinage of silver, and 1 
fear the effect of the conference, if one 
is held, will be to dull interest iu the 
question aud thus injure the cause 
here."

8an Frasusco, April !'. — Advices 
from Honolulu, pu steamer Peru, dated 
March 30, received, yesterday are as fol- 
lows: 

The most important event of the past 
week WH a nnu-snieet iii« Of annexation- 
ists under the auspices of the American 
league. C. B Wilson the ex-queen's 
Rgent, and C. L. H ipkins, a so-called 
convert to the new annexation move- 
ment, were among the speakers. They 
advised the natives to favor annexation 
as the only remaining weapon to over- 
throw the present government. The 
natives wore secretly Warned to keep 
uway from the meeting. 

President Dole is expected to issue 
proclamation Mimmoning the legisla- 
ture for May 1. 

A special election for representative 
in tlie Fourth district has been culled 
The candidates are Deputy Attorney 
A. G. M. Robertson, Government, and 
Pan! Neumann, Independent. The con 
servative element and the American 
union party split on Robertson 
Neumann may possibly be elected. The 
line, of course", of the military and the 
cabinet at a joint meeting have agreed 
on the desii ability of obtaining a United 
States officer as colonel, the recent ro 
volt showing a lack of military skill on 
the part of the otiieers, and the necessity 
for a trained leader. 

The suppression of the rebellion is 
ascribed to the idiocy of the enemy 
rather than the .skill of the government 
troops.
